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velopment is so slow that most gardeners 
might not wish to bother with them in 
these early stages. 

Established plants of this leucothoe 
show a growth pattern of exceptional 
beauty. Each year’s shoots do not start 
from or near the tip of the old growth, 
as in many woody plants. Instead, one or 
sometimes two buds near the base of the 
old growth develop into strong shoots 
which arch upward. Thriving plants do 
not grow higher and higher each year; 
the increasing growth weighs the older 
branches down, and they soon rest on the 


ground. In natural conditions, buried in 
moist cushions of moldering leaves. 


these branches soon take root and ex- 
tend the colony from the original center. 


Mountain Upbringing 


Drooping leucothoes are much sturdier 
than their evergreen foliage and southern 
homeland would suggest. Mountain up- 
bringing makes them surprisingly hardy, 
and temperatures 10° below zero or even 
lower for brief periods cause no damage. 
Winds may sweep over the mountain-tops 
of their native Smokies and the outlying 
ranges, but they do not reach the leu- 
cothoe thickets in the protected valleys. 
Protection from winds is an essential 
factor in growing this species in gardens 
where their environment is so different. 

Like the rhododendrons and _ other 
heath family shrubs of the same south- 
eastern mountain region, the roots of 
leucothoes are almost entirely in the sur- 
face laver of forest litter and leafmold. 
This layer may be very deep, as in rock 
pockets—a cushiony. peaty tangle of 
wiry stems and roots—or it may be only 
2 or 3 inches thick. In either case. the 
top is deeply covered with several years’ 
accumulation of leaves. which keeps the 
iower portion constantly cool and moist. 


Formula for Perfection 


The formula for growing leucothoes to 
perfection includes a well-aerated soil. 
constant moisture and protection from 
winds. An old leaf-pile, a foot or so in 
depth, makes an ideal bed for 
shrubs, and such a medium can often be 
built up in front of hemlocks and rhodo- 
dendrons or around dogwoods and hol- 
lies in spots where drooping leucothoes 
can be to advantage. Clay 
unsuitable. and leucothoes should 
never be planted in heavy until 
thorough aeration and drainage 
have been insured by liberal additions of 
sand and rather coarse leafmold or humus. 

These shrubs grow well in shade, but 
the best coloring is produced in plants

Any gardener would 
have the thrill of a lifetime to receive 
such a present. 


Power Tools 


Since we are choosing the fat gifts 
first. we might also suggest power tools:

Miss E. Z. Bailey, Dr. G. H. M. Lawrence 
aad other associates. Their task has been 
well performed. 


The “Manual” is a flora, intended to | 


provide horticulturists with a means of 
identifying plants through its keys and 
descriptions. It does not deal with culti- 
vation and is not a book for casual read- 
ing or for the beginner, who would need 
continually to use the excellent glossary 
included. 

It is almost impossible that so exten- 
sive and so condensed a catalogue of de- 
scriptions should be free from error. 
Specialists in particular genera will not 
always agree in detail with the “Manual.” 
yet the marvel is not that there should be 
a debatable point occasionally, but rather 
that there should be such a high standard 
of accuracy in general. 
classification may not be entirely to the 
liking of all systematic botanists. but in 
practice the index will be referred to 
rather than the key to families—the in- 
dex, happily. is very complete. 

Among the 5.347 species treated in the 
“Manual.” the botanical names of about 
120 have been changed, for some reason 
which may be imperative to the taxpno- 
mist. But the working horticulturist, for 
whom names are among the tools of his 
nade, will not lightly give them up. For 
example, the noble Victoria regia for V. 
emazonica;: the familiar Crocus zonatus 
for C. kotschyanus, or Arabis albida for 
A. caucasia. 

The rule of priority in nomenclature is 
now firmly established, and for good rea- 
sons, but there are equally cogent reasons 
why a name that has been in common 
use for, say. 50 years should be con- 
served, regardless of the discovery of 
hitherto unheeded _ publication. 
Names should not be an end in them- 
selves, but means to an end; namely. a 
working knowledge and identification of 
the plants to which they are applied.— 
F C. Couter.

But 
then it is the nature of these semidecidu- 
vous hybrids to need more moisture than 
our native ceanothus.

Saxatile rock plants, particularly those 
with soft hoary leaves, are usually native 
te mountain slopes where the air is clear, 
the summers warm and where they are 
covered with deep snow in the winter. 
What soil they get is usually gritty and 
several inches below the surface. Storms 
wash clean gravel over these plants, and 
the gravel sinks down forming a natural 
stone mulch. 

Your cushioned rock plants do not like 
to have their leaves splashed with mud so 
give these a top dressing of crushed rock 
or sharp small stone chips. Do this to 
your choice mossy saxifrages, Acaena 
argenteas, and even more common plants.

TULIP AND HYACINTH planting 
should be finished up before any 
trees are put in.

Plant them 
8 inches deep and put a mothball or two 
in each hole to keep the moles away. 


EXHIBITION HYACINTHS, so wide- 
ly used to mark the pathway to the front 
should be planted with Phlox 
subulata or P. divaricata canadensis, 
which grow freely and cover the dying 
foliage of the bulbs. These must be 
replanted each fall.

When 
the cold spell is over, remove the cover 
and your plants will keep on showing 
color. Use only solid masses of pansies. 
Violet, lavender and white shades are 
lovely with daffodils. and golden pansies 
and violas make foils for the deep colors 
of iris.

Use them 
ireely, even in a small garden, as com- 
»inations are infinite.

Desert Glamour on Your

or—as fossil records indicate—they have 
become extinct. 

Among the most remarkable survivors 
of change are the cacti. Remote ancestors 
of present-day cacti were a far cry from 
the present-day representatives. For the 
gardener who grows them on a window- 
sill, it’s fascinating and helpful to know 
something of the cacti’s past. 
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The old-timers—and they were really 
old-timers—had erect stems and many 
branches bearing broad-bladed leaves. 
But in a region growing progressively 
nore arid, they were forced to modify 
their structure if any of them were to 
survive. 

In the economy of cacti, branch and 
twig have been reduced to spines. The 
eaves have diminished to all but invis- 
ible scales or are lacking entirely, and 
the function of the leaves has been taken 
over by the gray-green skin. Continued 
reduction of the stems and the enlarge- 
nent of the pith for succulence resulted 
isually in strange shapes: very spiny 
‘olumns, globes, plants with ovoid parts 
wr thick flat joints. 

Cacti lived through rainless periods by 
holding their life processes in arrested 
states. Thus they have established an 
equilibrium between their necessities and 
the water supply. Now they find desert 
life acceptable and thrive there in great 
numbers. 


Cactus Collections 


Collecting and growing cacti for their 
strange forms and exquisite flowers has 
been a fascinating hobby in Europe for 
more than a century. But it is only dur- 
ing the last 25 years or so that the Amer- 
ican public became interested in_ its 
bizarre native flora and began collecting 
plants for window gardens. 

The Christmas cactus (Zygocactus 
truncatus) and the «so-called “night- 
blooming cereus” of newspaper stories— 
which is actually not a “cereus” but an 
epiphyllum cactus from tropical Ameri- 
‘a—are two species found in many 
homes, where they are grown as house 
plants, often without the knowledge that 
they are cacti and relatives of the spiny 
desert species. 

Growing desert cacti requires so little 
effort and attention that amateur gar- 
deners usually kill their plants with too 
much pampering and over-watering. The 
theory that if a little water will make a 
plant grow, more should do a better job, 
may work with many species but not 
with cacti. After centuries of adapting 
themselves to living in a land of little 
rain, they now prefer—in fact, must have 

-waterless periods to use up the mois- 
ture stored in their tissues. Otherwise, 
death results. On the desert you will 
find cactus flowers more abundant after 
two or even three years of drought when 
little or no rain falls, than after a pro- 
longed rainy season when precipitation 
amounts to several inches.

EST Coast gardeners cannot hobnob together for long 

without the question “How do you grow lupines’” crop- 

ping up. Many want to know where they can get plants 
and seed; yet nurserymen say there is no demand and carry 
little stock. “They can’t be grown,” some gardeners tell me. 
“The seed won’t come up and they can’t be transplanted.” 
They can be grown when you know your species and choose 
those adapted to your garden conditions. 

Lupines are individualists. There are lupines for wet, 
acid soil, for heavy and light soils, for dry, alkaline soil. for 
locations with good drainage and bad drainage. for mountain 
tops and regions below sea level, and for foggy, desert and sea 
coast areas. There are almost 70 species of lupines native t 
California alone. There are lupines 1 inch high and lupines 
over 5 feet tall. They come in gorgeous blues and purples, 
deep and pale yellows. clear true pinks, crimson. lavender and 
white. Someday. through the use of crimson Lupinus hirsutis- 
simus, we may achieve a pure red lupine. 


Notes on Care 


For more than 20 years of field and garden work I have been 
making notes on lupines as they grow wild and under cultiva- 
tion. It has taken many folders to house the notes on native 
lupines in their homes. but there is room to spare in the one 
folder on lupine culture. My own attempts at growing lupines 
have been a cross between cultivation and naturalization. Al- 
though one well-known hybridizer, the late Major N. F. Vander- 
bilt. dug his old lupine plants, chopped them root and branch 
and forked them into the soil where their descendants were to 
be grown, I have had good results from bringing back a bucket 
of soil from the place where I obtained the lupine seed and 
scattering it in the part of the garden where the seed was sown. 

All lupine seeds have hard shells. with some protecting them- 
selves by armor. In the wild some lupine seeds seem to lie in 
the ground for many vears before they germinate. I have tried 
several methods of shocking lupine seeds into action. One 
way is to soak the seed in warm water for from 12 to 24 hours 
Another is to put the seed into a mason jar about half full of 
sharp gravel, shake it vigorously and sow, gravel and all. Still 
another method is to lay the seed on a board and scratch 
by rubbing the seed with coarse sandpaper.

The glasses are then set in a very cool, 
completely dark place; a cupboard in 
an unheated room or a really cold base- 
ment or cellar, just so the temperature is 
above freezing (on account of the glasses, 
not the bulbs). We found a cupboard 
with an outside wall in an unused room 
quite suitable. The bulbs were placed 
far back on a dark shelf as close to the 
wall as possible and the cupboard door 
left open a crack for ventilation. From 
time to time, a teaspoonful or so of water 
was added to the glass to maintain the 
proper level, but never letting the water 
touch the bulb. 

Before the planting is moved into light 
ii should have good root growth and 
foliage and spike development. When the 
tops are growing well and the flower bud 
is seen it is a temptation to try to hasten 
Llooming., but this often results in com- 
jlete failure. Six to eight weeks are 
required for bulbs to develop sufficiently 
to be moved into light and warmth. The 
foliage should measure not less than 4 
inches, preferably 44% to 5 inches, before 
glasses are ready to be moved. We prefer 
the foliage to measure at least 5 inches 
before moving to a bright, but not too

are held in place by crystal marbles, 
pearl chips, smooth white pebbles, bulb 
fiber or vermiculite. Our favorite con- 
tainer for these is an antique preserve 
or candy dish with fluted sides and footed 
stem, 

French Roman hyacinths are now listed 
in white, blue and pink. The white 
variety is particularly appealing and one 
which is much prized for Christmas flow- 
ering. They may be started any time; 
as soon as available in the fall and as 
late as sound bulbs can be secured in 
winter. Six to a dozen or more bulbs, 
depending on the size of the dish or bowl, 
may be planted together. 

Eight weeks or so is required from 
start to bloom. Keep the planting in a 
cool, dark, but well-ventilated place until 
bulbs are well rooted. Then move into 
light, but not sunlight, and keep as cool 
as possible until buds show. The white 
variety will bloom in less time than the 
others. We started some bulbs on Sep- 
tember 29 which bloomed November 11,

Sawdust Mulch for Datiodils 


Your daffs will need less attention, blooms won't get muddy 


and soil won’t pack down from numerous spring inspections

These first-year bulbs mulched with sawdust had little competition from weeds. It 
also keeps flowers from being splashed with muddy soil in a heavy spring downpour. 
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AWDUST, I have discovered, is an 

excellent mulch for daffodils. Its 

greatest advantage is its almost total 
suppression of weeds. This has made it 
possible for me to grow a collection of 
135 varieties with very little care. Any- 
one who has ever hoed and weeded a 
planting of several hundred _ daffodil 
bulbs can appreciate the elimination of 
this chore at the busiest time of the year 
in the garden. 

This mulch also protects flowers from 
splashes of muddy soil during a heavy 
downpour when the plants are bloom- 
ing; many varieties can be ruined by a 
heavy rain. With a sawdust mulch you 
can inspect the daffodil bed in early 
spring without getting your shoes muddy 
or packing the soil. This is especially ap- 
preciated in my garden, for the soil 
is a very sticky clay loam. The sawdust 
also conserves moisture, but this is not 
too important in the case of daffodils. as 
their growth is pretty well completed 
before we have a serious moisture short- 
age in the East. 

You can apply a sawdust mulch in 
November or December or some other 
convenient time when there is nothing 
else to do in the garden. An hour or two 
with a wheelbarrow in cool weather can 


be substituted for several hours of warm- 
weather hoeing and hand-weeding. I 
dump several loads of sawdust on the 
daffodil bed, then level it to a depth of 
3 or 4 inches with a rake or small board. 
It settles to a depth of about 2 inches by 
spring. You will need additional saw- 
dust each year, as it rots rapidly and is 
incorporated in the soil, gradually in- 
creasing its content of organic matter. 

An occasional coarse weed or two may 
come through the mulch, but a few min- 
utes’ work will remove any of these. 

It makes little difference whether the 
sawdust is fresh or weathered or from 
hard or soft. wood. Some gardeners be- 
lieve that sawdust makes the soil acid 
or is otherwise injurious to plants. This 
is not the case, and it may be used 
freely for mulching daffodils without 
fear of injury. This belief may have 
arisen from the fact that the bacteria 
which rot the sawdust draw heavily upon 
the nitregen in the soil, 

If a soil is low in nitrogen or if large 
amounts of sawdust are incorporated in 
the soil, a temporary nitrogen shortage 
may result. If plants are nitrogen- 
starved, the foliage turns yellow and 
growth is reduced. However, you can add 
enough nitrogen to the soil to supply the 
bacteria as well as the plants. Am- 
monium nitrate, sulphate of ammonia 
and nitrate of soda are common and 
satisfactory sources of nitrogen. My own 
daffodils, which are planted in a fairly 
fertile, heavy clay loam, have made ex- 
cellent growth without supplementary 
nitrogen.

ing can before working with your other 
plants. You may thoughtlessly spread 
an infection yourself from pot to pot. 

2. Remove any plant from the rest of 
your collection that has changed in ap- 
pearance or is beginning to look “dif- 
ferent.” Put it in another room and 
watch it carefully. 

3. Don’t place a newly purchased or 
gift plant in with your other saintpaul- 
ias. Beware of strangers! Keep it in a 
separate window for six weeks or two 
months and wait. If it is free of disease, 
then add it to your collection. 

4. Purchase from reliable sources. 
There are many commercial florists that 
follow regular health programs to keep 
their stock in clean condition. They no 
more want you to have an ailing African 
violet than have one themselves. 


Cyclamen Mite 


The cyclamen mite is one of the most 
destructive pests that attack African 
violets. It is so small that it cannot be 
without the aid of a hand lens, 
which makes it all the more subtle and 
dangerous. Its presence may be first sus- 
pected when the blossoms become dis- 
and abnormal and the young 
central leaves of the crown of the plant 
become deformed, brittle and take on a 
characteristic hairy or woolly condition

with a gray yellowish overcast. The 
crown will eventually die out if the 


plant isn’t treated, 

There are a number of effective treat- 
ments for satisfactorily combating cy- 
clamen mites. Some of the better known 
are NNOR, Optox, Endopest, sodium 
selenate and DDT. NNOR may be used 
at the rate of 1 teaspoonful per gallon 
of lukewarm water. Stir well when mix- 
ing. This solution can be used as either 
a spray or dip. To dip a plant, have a 
container large enough so that the entire 
plant may be submerged. Allow the 
NNOR to soak through the soil. If spray- 
ing, be sure to get the crown as well as 
the upper and surfaces of the 
leaves thoroughly wet. Set treated plants 
aside in a shady

hours before exposing to direct light. 
Repeat the treatment again in seven days

for three times, then once a month. 
Optox is a dependable spray and may 
be used in the amount of 1 ounce to 
three gallons of lukewarm water. This, 
too, may be used as a spray or a dip, 
and should be repeated each week for 
three applications, then once a month. 
Endopest is a dry dust and comes in a 
handy applicator which makes it easy to 
use. Plants should be treated every four 
days, applying the dust very lightly and 
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evenly over the crown of the plant and 
on the upper and lower surfaces of the 
leaves. Dusting should be continued for 
30 days at least. When the plant has 
recovered, the residue of Endopest may 
be cleaned off with a warm water shower. 

Although used commercially, 
sodium selenate is a dangerous poison 


widely 


and is not recommended for home use. 
It is applied through the soil and is both 
lasting and effective. 

A mild infestation of cyclamen mite 
may be cleaned up in a few weeks. How- 
ever, it will probably take about two 
months for you to see any improvement 
in the foliage. When the new crown be 
gins to grow, the gnarled, twisted leaves 
may be pinched out and the new center 
will soon cover the mite damage. 

Saintpaulia growers in many sections 
of the country are becoming painfully 
aware that another serious threat to suc- 
cessful African violet culture is the root- 
knot nematode. 
like parasitic worms that attack the roots 
and plant stalks, causing the plant to 
wilt and eventually die. The foliage 
loses its glossy. dark green color and 


These are fine, thread- 


becomes pale and dull and the outer 
droop. Small pulpy 
nodules or enlargements will be found 
on the roots, and the stalk will be knotty 
and spongy. 


leaves begin to 


There is no known easy-to-use home 
cure for plants infested with nematodes. 
Thus it is evident that the first thing 
to do when a plant is found to be in- 
fested is to discard it. Don’t throw it on 
the compost pile, though, because the 
nematodes may survive and find a new 
host. Destroy the plant and soil, and 
carefully disinfect the pot before using 
again. It is said that it is possible for 
nematodes to pass from one pot to an- 
other if they are grouped close together 
on wet sand or gravel. They can also 
swim in tepid or cold water from pot 
to pot if kept in a common container. 


Re-rooting Plants 


Rerooting plants infested with root- 
knot nematodes has proven to be a waste 
of time, The plant may be cut back to 
what appears to be healthy stalk and 
rerooted. but in several weeks the 
nematodes will reappear. 

Since the presence of root-knot nema 
todes cannot: be detected in soil before 
it is used, it is best to plant only in 
sterilized soil. This includes all types otf 
animal fertilizers added _ to 
potting soil which may have had an op- 
portunity of becoming infested. It is also 
safer to sterilize all rooting mediums i!

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become contaminated. Throw away all 
infected plants and use only nematode 
free stock for propagation. 

The mealy bug looks like a very small 
fleck of white cotton. It gives an African 
violet a webby. dusty gray appearance 
on the flower stem and foliage. Mealy 


bugs are sucking insects that slowly 
drain the plant of its vitality. Control 


measures are not difficult, but a single- 
crown plant is more easily cleaned up 
than a multiple-crown plant. For a light 
infestation, clean off the mealy bugs and 
rub the spot gently with a swab dipped 
in rubbing alcohol. Inspect the plants 
every few days for newly hatched of- 
fenders and clean them up promptly. 
Should you have difficulty because of 
the dense, brittle foliage, plants may be 
dipped as for cyclamen mite and the 
condition will soon be under ‘control. 


Springtails 


Springtails cause more harm to the 
owner's pride than they do to saint- 
paulias. These tiny, fast-moving insects 
live in the soil and may be seen moving 
around in watering trays and on the bot- 
tom of pots. There is no need for alarm. 
They can be eradicated by watering with 
a mild solution of Optox or NNOR. Clo- 
rox, too, may be used at the rate of 1 
teaspoonful to a pint of warm water. 

Black flies that live and breed in the 
soil are also annoying. They are trouble- 
some from a nuisance standpoint, but 
cause no actual harm. They are easily 
eliminated with DDT or any of the other 
insecticides previously mentioned, 


Crown Rot 


Saintpaulias that suddenly flop, with 
drooping lower leaves dangling around 
the top of the pot, may be assumed to 
have crown rot. The plant seems to need 
water, but no amount of moisture will 
crisp the foliage. This condition may be 
brought about by overwatering, espe- 
cially in the fall and spring, by planting 
the crown too deeply in the soil or by 
irregular care. By irregular 
mean allowing the plant to become ex- 
cessively hot or dry and then generously 
watering in until it is soggy—desert to 
swamp conditions.”

African violets with crown rot may be 
Remove the plant from the 
pot, carefully shaking the soil away 
irom the roots. Cut off the dead. dried- 
out roots and stem. Trim back to the 
live green portion of the stalk and reroot 
in either peat and vermiculite, sand, 
soil, water or any other rooting medium 
as you would a leaf cutting.

Invite the Birds to Lunch

everyday birds to your garden. Place it 
where you can note the different kinds 
of birds that make use of it until the 
water freezes. 

The kind of feeder will depend upon 
the kinds of birds you hope to attract. 
Try to locate it near a window that will 
make a good indoor vantage point from 
which to observe your visitors. A wide 
board shelf at the windowsill 
makes a good feeding place for the song 
sparrow, junco, nuthatch and downy 
woodpecker. If they seem timid about 
eating while you watch from inside, you 
can hang a thin curtain at the window. 
The shelf should be high enough so that 
cats cannot leap upon it. A narrow piece 
of board nailed around the edge will keep 
food from being swept off by hard winter 
winds. 


rough 


Fastening Feeders 


If a shelf on the windowsill is not con- 
venient, you can nail a small shelf to a 
nearby tree. Or perhaps you could fasten 
a feeder to the side of your garage. Some 
birds prefer to feed in a sheltered or pro- 
tected spot on the ground, so it is best 
to provide more than one feeding station. 
When you can no longer scatter food on 
the ground, you can put seeds and grain 
in a shallow pan and set it in the snow. 
However, squirrels too often take ad- 
vantage of food so easily obtained 
may become a real nuisance. 


and 
It may be 
necessary to suspend the feeder from the 
branch of a tree with strong wire. Or you 
can place the feeder on a pole or a piece 
of steel pipe set into the ground. Even 
then you may have to use tin guards to 
outwit the squirrels. 

Feeders should be easy to refill and 
should be kept filled; birds soon stop 
coming if they find the feeders empty. 
If we encourage them to stay with us, 
they will depend on us for a part of their 
winter food. Beef suet is one of the best 
foods for birds, but other fats may also 
be used. As soon as really cold weather 
arrives it is greatly sought after by the 
nuthatch, downy woodpecker and chick- 
adee. But don’t wait until cold weather, 
put it out right now, so the birds will be- 
come accustomed to finding it 
ieeders.

Suet for Breakfast 


Many birds enjoy a taste of suet now 
and then. One September morning I 
found migrating warblers breakfasting on 
it on my shelf, The catbird comes for it 
ell summer long. The downy woodpecker 
will accept little else, although he may 
sample my peanut butter occasionally in 
bitter cold weather. While the weather 
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is still mild the suet should be rendered 
and put out in small cakes. It is less apt 
to go rancid when rendered than when 
left in the raw. After cool days come it 
may be nailed to the shelf just as it comes 
from the butcher. Then the bluejays 
cannot make off with the entire piece 
all at once. 


The Guests Arrive 


Small pieces may be pressed into the 
rough bark of a tree close at hand. The 
English sparrow may appear to get more 
than his share of suet, but just watch 
him and listen. He chatters about what 
he has found to such an extent that all 
birds within hearing know he has found 
something good. Soon the downy wood- 
pecker comes to investigate, and if he 
takes the notion, he may send the spar- 
rows flying for shelter. His sharp beak 
commands a bit of respect. 

Sunflower seeds are relished by 
birds. The nuthatch seems never

his fill, nor does the chickadee. The 
cardinal will come for them, although he 
likes squash or pumpkin seeds almost as 
well. Most of the sparrows seem to pre 
fer the fine cracked grain prepared fo! 
baby chicks. juncos. 
white-throated and white-crowned 
rows all relish this fine cracked grain. 
Scatter it under shrubs, near hedges 01 
around spruce trees or put it on the feed- 
ing shelf and they will find it. 

Some of the small-fruited flowering 
crabapples and hackberries offer food to 
late-lingering robins. Berries of the 
flowering dogwood and of the mountai! 
ash furnish food for robins and black 
birds in October. The blue berries o! 
red cedar are sought by kinglets, wai 
blers, chickadees, woodpeckers and othe 
winter birds. Such shrubs as viburnum 
spicebush and euonymus contribute bir 
food in the late fall, and the seeds

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barberry and sumac are prized. 

When the last migrant has left your 
varden, winging his way to a sunnier land 
to spend the winter, your bird guests may 
not be so numerous. But do cater to 
those birds who stop in your garden for 
lunch. Save bits of baked pie crust, dry 
doughnuts, cake crumbs and crackers. 
Perhaps you may have nuts to share with 
the birds. The nuthatch likes hickory 
nuts cracked fine and black walnuts, al- 
though the bluejay may find them first 
ind carry them off to hide them. 

For a change, give the birds peanut 
jutter. Spread it thin on the shelf, work 
t into the bark of a tree or fill a small 
ar lid that can be nailed to a tree or post. 
One of the best feeders for peanut butter 

the dried head of a large sunflower 
vhich can be nailed to a shelf. After 
the seeds have all been taken, the rough 
eed-head makes an ideal place to spread 
reanut butter. The sharp beaks of the 
nuthatch and downy woodpecker find it 
“easy picking.” to say nothing of how 

niuch the chickadees enjoy it. 

Other simple feeders are easy to make. 
Coconut shells may be made into sub- 
stantial containers for suet cakes or sun- 
flower seeds. You can bore holes large 


. 


enough to fill with suet or peanut butter 
in a broken off branch. If you hang 
it in a convenient place, it will soon have 
its quota of lunchers. Feeders which are 
made of wire or metal can be a menace 
to the birds in sections of the country 
where freezing cold is the everyday tem- 
perature. Their tiny feet and eyelids 
may be injured when they come in con- 
tact with frosty metal. Have you ever 
picked up a piece of frosty metal with 
bare hands and felt as if your skin were 
being fairly pulled off? 


Meat Fats 


The birds will appreciate a scattering 
of sand and gravel when snow covers the 
ground completely. They need it to help 
digest their food. Save the bones from 
your roasts or rinds which have fat on 
them; theyll be picked clean.in a short 
time. Meat fryings poured over fine oat- 
meal, sunflower seeds and fine chick feed 
make cakes which are enjoyed by the 
birds. Perhaps yeur birds will like 
raisins, grated raw carrots and apples. 

If you let your outdoor larder become 
low, the nuthatch and chickadee will be 
on hand the next morning to scold you. 
So don’t disappoint them.

do the rest of their popping. From the 
ground the seeds can’t blow so far away 
or rise so high. 

As I live in the Fog Belt I try to hold 
my lupine experimenting down to species 
which prefer moist air, but in Southern 
California I have had good luck with 
foothill and near-desert species. When I 
want to save lupines for a location which 
isn’t ready for them, I sow a few seeds 
in gallon cans containing sandy soil. 
There are drainage holes cut in the bot- 
tom and low on the sides of the cans. 
Then I set the cans in the sun and keep 
them from drying out until the plants are 
i couple of inches high. A 1-inch seedling 
may have a root 6 inches long (one rea- 
son why nurserymen cannot handle the 
plants easily). My seedlings go into the 
«round when very young. The bottom is 
cut out of the can and the cylinder 
lowered into a hole in the ground.

Species Match Climate 


Wherever you live on the West Coast, 
there is a species of lupines to match 
vour climate and soil. If you live close 
to the sea there is creeping, silver-leaved 
L. littoralis, with bright yellow roots that 
run hither and yon in the sand and blue 
{ owers as high as the golden-rayed baeria 
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they grow among and a little shorter than 
lemon yellow tidy-tips. Fragrant L. 
variicolor does its crawling a little farther 
back from the water on grassy swards 
where its prostrate stems with pale blue 
flowers wind their way among erect stalks 
of yellow viola. If you want to grow 
these flowers together, give them a run- 
ning start. Dig out a space 3 feet square 
and put in seeds or plants; by the time 
the grass has closed in on them, the 
lupines and yellow violas will be able to 
hold their own. 

The bush lupines give us some of the 
most spectacular coastal 
shows and are useful for holding banks. 
If you grow these, be sure to soak the 
seed and do not sow too deeply. In New 
Zealand bush lupines are used to keep 
sand dunes in place, as they were when 
San Francisco’s Golden Gate Park was 
in the making. Central and northern 
coastal California have billows of the 
yellow form of L. arboreus, but on the 
lower end of Vancouver Island the bushy 
mounds are taller and even more flower- 
laden. Along the byroads L. arboreus 
in many colors joins coastal sage, cob- 
web thistle and purple wild iris. The 
spikes which rise from the gray-leaved 
branches may be dull yellow, crimson, 
pink or lavender, with large bowls of

In active growth a 
plant cell is well supplied with moisture. 
As the growing season tapers off, this 
excess moisture in hardy plants is con- 
verted to other forms such as starches, 
a process accelerated by low tempera- 
weather, or by a 
combination of these factors. If the ex- 
cess moisture is not converted in some

way, it will form ice crystals within the 
cell during a heavy freeze. This ruptures 
the cell walls and may injure the plant 
or kill it outright. This is what hap- 
pens when hardy plants which are still 
in a soft growing state or which have 
been stimulated by too late culture are 
caught by an early freeze. This also 
happens to less hardy plants which 
cannot get rid of excess moisture. 


Why Cover Plants? 


Covering is needed to offset the artifi- 
cial conditions under which some hardy 
plants grow. For example, covering may 
be needed for evergreens planted on the 
building where fluctuat-

Here 
winter protection is needed, not from 


cold but from sun. Plants in a northern 
exposure where they are subject to 
drying winds, especially in late winter 
and early spring, need protection. 

Give perennials protection where there 
are fluctuating temperatures and where 
there little likelihood of a snow cov- 
ering; this will help to guard them 
from heaving of the roots or crown rot 
caused by water lodging in the crowns 
of the plants. It is essential that the 
plants be completely dormant when cov- 
ered. This is especially true of hardy 
perennials with leaves and soft crowns 
which may be subject to rot.

to grow these interesting cacti. A small 
syringe is handy for watering the potted 
plants and prevents the soil from. being 
washed away from the roots. 

One of the most frequently ignored 
rules in planting cacti is that roots should 
be trimmed back short, leaving only 
three or four stubs to hold the plant in 
position. After cutting the back, 
allow them to heal over for a couple of 
days before planting. Experience will 
prove that a plant will re-establish itself 
sooner by growing a new set of healthy 
roots. Unrooted cacti and cuttings will 
grow roots when placed in a bed of pure 
sand. and they may then be transplanted 
to pots in about four weeks.

Soil Mixture 


A porous soil is an absolute necessity 
that drains off surplus water 
quickly, yet does not dry out too rap- 
idly. One of the most successful soil mix- 


——ORC 


tures for indoor cultivation of cacti in 
pots is obtained by .nixing one part 


humus—similar to that used for potting 
geraniums—and one part coarse sand or 
fine gravel. To this can be added one- 
tenth part charcoal to sweeten the soil 
and one-tenth part hydrated lime, as in- 
dicated for the to be potted. 
Finely crushed egg shells make an ex- 
cellent substitute for the lime. 

Either clay pots or the glazed kinds 
are suitable. The container should be 
little larger than the plant’s circumfer- 
ence including the spines. A handful of 
coarse gravel or broken pieces of clay 
pots should be placed at the bottom. The 
soil mixture is then filled in, to within 
about 2 inches from the top. 

A cone-shaped hollow should be made 
in the center. Holding the plant by tongs 
in the proper position over the hollow, 
fill in around the roots with a mixture 
of clean, sand and a tablespoon- 
ful of powdered eggshells. A thin layer 
of loose gravel at the top prevents soil 
from washing away when the plant is 
watered, 

Water should be withheld for a few 
days after planting cacti, to allow root 
injuries to heal. Then water should be 
given sparingly. Newly potted plants are 
usually established in about three or four 
weeks, after which an occasional thor- 
ough soaking—say twice a month during 
the summer months—is usually enough, 
and just a small drink or two of warm 
water during the winter months to keep 
the inactive roots from drying up. Water

Easter Lily Cactus 


The yellow Easter lily cactus (Lobivia 
aurea) has numerous bright yellow flow- 
ers appearing at Easter time and bloom- 
all summer. The glory of Texas 
(Thelocactus bicolor) has not only 
colorful spines but large deep lavender 
flowers that appear throughout the sum- 
mer months. 

Among the hedgehog cacti are found 
many beautiful varieties, such as the lace 
cactus (Echinocereus — reichenbachi). 
This has flat comb-like spines forming a 


ing 


lace pattern over the body. The large, 
rose-colored flowers almost hide this 


when they are open. The lady finger cac- 
(Echinocereus pentalophus), like 
most of this group, blooms only in spring, 
but the numerous flowers last several 
days, especially if the weather is cool. 
[he Arizona rainbow cactus (Echino- 
cereus rigidissimus) is one of the most 


tus 


beautiful as well as the most difficult 
kinds to grow. The brilliantly colored 
spines form “zones” of red, purple and 


tan bands around the plant, the deeper 
hues appearing during periods of slow 


growth, the lighter shades during the 
time of faster growth in spring. Flower- 
ing-size specimens, when transplanted, 


usually collapse and die after a year or 
two. so only seedlings two to three years 
old should be purchased and planted. 
From five to seven years are required 
before rose-purple flowers appear. 

The button cactus (Epithelantha mi- 
cromeris) is one of the babies of the 
cactus family. Its smatl round body is 
covered with white hair-like spines in 
flower-like formation. The tiny clusters 
of pale pink blossoms at the top are fol- 
lowed by bright red fruit that is just as 
attractive as the flowers were. 

The mammillaria group provides many 
cacti small enough for window gardens, 
but the flowers are rather small. 
However, many unusual forms are en- 
countered here, and a few deserve spe- 
cial mention. The feather cactus (Mam- 
millaria plumosa) is completely covered 


too 
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with soft white feather-like spines. The 
white pincushion (Mammillaria hahni- 
ana) has long white hair over white 
spines, and bears small crimson flowers 
in a ring around the top. Owl’s eye cac- 
tus (Mammillaria parkinsoni) is richly 
covered with snow-white wool and white 


spines. The spines turn downward. Its 
curious habit of repeatedly branching 


dichotomously gives it the appearance 
of so many eyes. 
The Easter lily cactus (Echinopsis 


raultiplex) and various hybrids of this 
group are of easy culture, requiring a lit- 


tle more water than the desert types. 
These night-flowering cacti are small 


enough for use in window gardens and will 
bloom when only two or three'years old. 
The trumpet-shaped pink or white flowers 
unfold in early evening and close in late 
morning the next day. The flowering 
season lasts from early spring until late 
fall. The numerous “pups” or offshoots 
that appear on the lower half of the 
plant may be removed when they are an 
inch in diameter and placed in pots 
where they will soon grow into blooming- 
size plants. These make excellent gifts 
for friends. 

For those who like hanging baskets, 
the rattail cactus (Aporocactus flagelli- 
formis) makes a beautiful floral display 
when the numerous pendent tails are cov- 
ered. with showers of long-lasting crim- 
son-pink flowers during December and 
January. The wire basket should be 
lined with sphagnum moss and an extra 
handful or two of humus added to the 
soil mixture for additional richness. 
These will take more moisture than the 
desert types, and can be watered liber- 
ally. This is especially true if the basket 
receives full sun in a southern exposure. 


Dish Gardens 


Dish gardens must always be regarded 
as floral arrangements and not as perma- 


nent plantings. Because there are no 
drainage holes in the dish, the plants 


must be watered sparingly with a syringe. 
Enjoy the decorative miniature garden 
during the growing season, and then give 
the plants a rest in a cool place during 


the winter. As the plants grow larger 
and become crowded, they should be 


transplanted into pots and replaced with 
smaller plants. 

Sunshine and fresh air are essential 
for healthy plants. Maximum sunshine in 
winter can be obtained in a 
with a southern exposure.

characteristic frilling as they age. Leaves 
ai the tip of the twigs are light green and 
very narrow, but as they age they broad- 
en, darken in color and assume the frill- 
ing. It grows upright for 3 or 4 inches, 
after which it becomes pendulous. This 
sport of Maple Queen was discovered by 
Louis Hahn, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, in 
1939 and is distinct enough to deserve. a 
place in a collection. 

The leaves of the variety FLEUR DE Lis 
are most unusual and diverse. The type 
of leaves for which it probably received 
its name are those having a rounded ter- 
minal lobe broadest above the base, 
sharply pointed, and at the base of which 
are two lateral lobes, smaller, rounded 
and larger than the basal lobes when the 
latter are present. Some leaves have no 
lateral lobes; some have abortive basal 
lobes, and others are not distinctly lobed 
but are roughly triangular in shape. Still 
others are simply spear-shaped. It has 
the appearance of a greatly enlarged 
meagheri, and like that variety is odd 
rather than handsome. 

Somewhere along the line I acquired a 
rather odd ivy that I call My Buncu Ivy, 
since it must have a name and I have 
been unable to find the correct one. Per- 
haps it does not exactly belong with the 
others in this group. but I list it here for 
convenience. Even a large plant throws 
out no runners, only stout twigs which 
are very thick even at the tips—in fact, 
some are fasciated. The leaves are di- 
verse in shape, sometimes contorted, 
varying from three to five lobes. The odd- 
est feature of this ivy is the adventitious 
leaflets that appear on the central vein of 
the terminal lobe of some leaves. 


Crested Kinds 


My Crestep Ivy is another which I give 
a temporary name in lieu of the correct 
one. This is a very unusual and attrac- 
tive variety with leaves averaging about 
an inch diameter, all prettily frilled 
with a cresting appearing on the margins 
as the leaves mature. While it does not 
branch freely. the leaves are borne so 
thickly and are so frilly that the over-all 
effect is equal to branching. Although 
this seems to be similar to Curlylocks, it 
does not have the pink coloration on the 
leaf margins that the introducer gives in 
the description of that variety. 

CurLYLocks is a curled and crested 
variety. Not having seen a specimen, I 
would judge from the photographs that 
it is not strongly self-branching, but the 
stems are generally thickly clothed with 
the diversified leaves and it makes vigor- 
ous growth from the base. Somerset Rose

The variety HrEDERA HELIX DISCOLOR 
was first described in the Gardener's 
Chronicle of England in'1867. The de- 
cription given in Hibberd’s monograph. 
“The Ivy,” is reinforced by a colored pic- 
ure showing a small leaf of dull. dark 
sreen, lightly spotted with gray variega- 
tion. The young growth is brightest and 
lightly tinged with red. Some _ plants 
»bserved in this country. however. had 
lost the variegation and the leaves were 
lark green with 
white veins. 

H. H. MACULATA is not widely culti- 
ated nor offered by dealers in this 
ountry. It is similar to H. h. hibernica 
except for a light colored variegation 


conspicuous grayish 


vhich does not form a band at the mar- 
sins. Hibberd describes it under the 
iame of H. grandiflora maculata and 
calls it “an extremely beautiful plant.” 


Marginal Variegations 


H. H. CAVENDISHI is the name recently 
interpreted as covering a number of small 
marginally variegated ivies “irrespective 
of leaf shape or shade and width of varie- 
vation.” This was done to bring some 
order into the nomenclature of a group 
of extremely unstable ivies to which 
nearly a score of names were originally 
applied to slight variations, and even to 
the same clones within the group. 

H. CANARIENSIS VARIEGATA is a hand- 
some large-leaved plant ‘that came to me 
under the unauthorized name of Gloire 
de Marengo. The white to pale yellow 
variegation runs in good-sized areas from 
the margins toward the dark green cen- 
ters which are streaked and_ blotched 
with lighter greens and gray-greens.

H. COLCHICA DENTATO-VARIEGATA is bo- | 
tanically a variegated form of the variety | 
dentato and has been widely distributed 
in the trade although not under the exact 
name given here. The leaves are quite | 
large, practically heart-shaped and mar- | 
sinally variegated in cream color. 

H.H. GLACIER is a fine modern variety 
originated in the Weber Nurseries and 
introduced sometime around 1943. The 
medium to small leaves are variegated 
with white, irregularly distributed on the 
margins. The center of the leaves are 
blotched with two or three shades of 
medium green, the lightest of which is 
cray-green. The thickly clothed tendrils 
spray out in a uniform way to make an 
attractive plant. 

Another good modern variety in this 
class is Sirver GARLAND. Its leaves are 
about a third larger than those of Glacier 
and the coloration tends to be creamy 
and yellow without the green shading of 
the latter. It is a handsome plant and 
seems to be a thrifty grower—a valuable 
attribute in variegated plants.

The Webber firm introduced H. Hu. 
Gop Dust. As there are not many ivies 
of variegated green and yellow, this one 
therefore is worthy of note. The three- 
lobed leaves vary from 1% inches in 
width to double that, but the average is 
the smaller dimension. The leaves are 
irregular in shape with extra lobes occur- 
ring on some, others are unsymmetrical- 
The mottling is most pronounced on the 
new growth where it is light colored with 
yellow predominating. On the older 
leaves the dark green is more predom- 
inant. 

H. H. SILveER QUEEN was received from 
an English nursery. The leaves are small 
and very shallowly three-lobed varying in 
shape. Some also lack basal lobes. The 
cream-colored variegation is distributed 
around the margins while the leaf centers 
are pale, bright green. I have not had 
it long enough to learn how vigorous it 
may be. 

H. u. Burrercup is another received 
from the same source, and from the shape 
of the leaves I should judge this to be a 
sport of H. helix. I have not found it 
mentioned anywhere in the literature on
